SHOVEL/GREEN COMPLEX, Coronado NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team
(Moore) is committed. The Green fire is 100% contained and the Shovel fire
is 90% contained. Suppression efforts held the fire within the perimeter

with assistance from helicopter bucket drops. The fire continues to pose a
threat to a multi-million dollar Astro-Physical site, the Summerhaven
Community and a radar site for Tucson International Airport.

The current threat is to critical timber habitat for threatened and
endangered wildlife and fish species. Steep slopes, poor access, and rolling
material are hindering control efforts. An inversion over the fire lasted
most of the day yesterday. The fire team is utilizing field monitors and
advisors from the Karuk Tribe to help protect cultural sites where fire lines
are being constructed. The fire is just east of the border of last vyear"s
Dillon Complex, which occurred during the same period.
